The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the clauns are 
directed toward an electrochemical cell having a non-mercury added zinc anode comprising 
uniformly shaped zinc particles having smooth surface finishes. 

The prior art (Urry 6,022,639) teaches an electrochemical cell having uniformly shaped 
zinc particles having consistent surface finishes. However, the prior art does not exphcitly state 
the zinc particles have smooth surface finishes. Note the present appUcation under examination 
and the prior art patent (Urry 6,022,639) were commonly owned at the time the claimed 
invention was made (see Applicant response of 8/23/05). Therefore, Urry is not available under 
35 U.S.C. 103(a) as prior art against the claimed invention.
